5. Colonel Morton finds the house-tax very difficult to realize, because it 
has to be collected in very small sums from people scattered over an area of about 5,000 
square miles. He does not think it safe to entrust this collection to heads of villages, who, 
he says, would probably make the collection quickly enough, but would not pay in the 
money so promptly. There is some truth in this, and consequently I had last year directed 
Colonel Morton to employ his excise establishment in this duty, as it, has proved a success 
in Hazareebagh. It will be seen that this mode has met with a fair amount of success in 
Manbhoom, though Colonel Morton says the result in his district has not turned out so 
satisfactory as in Hazareebagh. © 

6. In the Loharduggah district the valuations under the Road Cess Act have not been 
completed yet, but its hoped that they will be brought to a close before the expiry of the 
current financial year; and then I think the road cess in this district will be able to be 
collected from the commencement of the next cess year. 

7. In regard to the action of the road committees in this division, I am satisfied that 
as a body they have all been very useful and beneficial to their respective districts, but I 
beg to repeat that the work is done by the official members, and that the non-official mem- 
bers, and particularly those of the land-owning class, do seldom ognever make their appearance 
in the meetings of these committees, and never take any interest in their proceedings when 
they attend at any time. It will be seen that Colonel Boddam speaks vety unfavourably of 
the non-official members of his district road committée, and he has been since obliged 
to revise the list of his members. 

8. In the Hazareebagh district the total amount at the disposal of the Committee 
during the year, including the Government grant and the unexpended balance of the preced- 
ing year, was Rs, 62,570, and the total expenditure was Rs, 28,689. Of this latter sum 
Rs. 12,918 was expended on original works and Rs. 6,195 on repairs. In explanation of the 
comparatively small sum laid out on works the Chairman states that “as no regular estimate 
of any of the original works in progress was prepared by the former Assistant Engineer, the 
present District Engineer was engaged for the greater part of the year in surveying, levelling, 
and preparing these estimates and the necessary plans, sections, &c. ; consequently the works 
proposed to be done during the year were commenced late in the season ; consequently they 
could not be completed before the close of the year.” 

9. The details of works executed during the year are given in the Committeajs report. 

10. During the year under review the Lohardugga District Road Committee bad in 
their hands a total sum of Rs. 21,599. Of this only Rs. 1,644 was spent in original works and 
Rs. 8,092 on repairs. The remainder, minus Rs. 1,041, which was the balance in hand at the 
close of the year, was swallowed up by establishment and other miscellaneous charges. The 
charges for establishment must,.as a matter of course, be heavy in a district where the 
valuation work under the Road Cess Act is still going on, but it is hoped to finish this work 
by March next and to commence collecting the cesses from the beginning of the next cess 
year, and then some money will be available for road-making. Full details of the works 
done during the year will be found in the Committee’s report. . 

11. In the Singbhoom district the total amount to the credit of the Road Fund was 
Rs, 13,420, and the total expenditure amounted to Rs. 13,033, leaving a balance of Rs, 387 
at the close of the year. No orders for extending the Road Cess Act to Dhulbhoom have 
been aoe yet. During this year the expenditures on original works and repairs were 
nearly equ ; 

2. During the year of report the total amount at the disposal of the Mahbhoom Road 
Committee was Rs. 44,185, and the total expenditure amounted to Rs. 26,546; but of this 
latter sum Rs. 15,850 were spent on original works und only Rs. 3,489 on repairs. The 
details of these works have been given in the Committee’s report.

No. 2144P.—Simla, the 4th September 1877.—Notifications—Political.—With reference 
to notification No. 1009P, dated 8th May 1877, the recognition by the Government of 
India of the appointment of Monsieur A. Eydin as in charge of the office of the Consul- 
General for Italy at Calcutta, during the absence of Chevalier G. Gallian, has been con- 
firmed by Her Majesty’s Goverrfment. 

No. 2161P.—The 7th September 1877.—Whereas by Treaty, Capitulation, Agreement 
Grant, Usage, Sufferance and other lawful means, the Governor-General of India in Council 
has, in the countries or places hereinafter in that behalf mentioned, power and jurisdiction 
to administer justice among and over Indian British subjects, and for that purpose to make 
the appointments hereinafter appearing :— : 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 4 and 5 of the Foreign Jurisdiction and 
Extradition Act, 1872 (Act XI of 1872), the Governor-General of ndia in Qouncil hereby 
delegates to the officer holding, for the time being, the office of Political Resident in the 
Persian Gulf, the powers and jurisdiction of a Magistrate of the Ist Class as described in the 
Code of Criminal Procedure’(Acts X of 1872 and XI of 1872), to be exercised over Native 
Indian subjects of Her Majesty according to the procedure prescribed by the said Code 
within the undermentioned territories beyond the limits of British India in which the sail 
officer is accredited as the representative of the British Government: that is to say, the Coast 
line from Gwadur westward to the Persian Gulf, all the shores of the Persian Gulf, and the 
Guif of Oman, with the islands situated in these Gulfs, and the territories of the Sultan of 
Muscat in Arabia. i 

In exercise of the aforesaid powers, the Governor-General in Council is further pleased 
to delegate to the said Political Resident in the Persian Gulf the powers and jurisdiction 
of a Sessions Judge, as described in the abovementioned Code of Criminal Procedure, to be 
exercised? over Native Indian subjects of Her Majesty, within the aforesaid territories, 
according to the procedure prescribed by the said Code, _

Tux following information regarding the shifting of the Norman’s Point lights is pub- 
lished for the guidance of masters of vessels*and other seafaring people frequenting the port 
of Chittagong. 

The two beacon lights situated on the southern shore and entrance to the Kurnafoolee 
river, latitude 22° 12’ 0” north; longitude 91° 51’ 80” east, are to be removed shortly to a 
new site “ 2,417 yards” due south of their present position. The beacons, when in the posi- 
tion selected for their removal, will be 40 yards apart; the inner or eastern light will be 
exhibited from a tripod structure, and the outer or western light from a mast,and both struc- 
tures will be painted white. The inner light will be placed about 10 feet higher than the 
outer or western one, and both will be visible seven miles in clear weather over an are of 160°, 
ranging from north-west by north to south by east, when seen from seaward. The beacons 
will intersect at south-east by east-}-cast, and the lights will appear one above the other at 
that bearing. During southerly winds, sailing vessels coming from south-west or south- 

ward and westward (especially those that are some distance in the offing) should not 
come to the northwar of the lights ; but with the western or outer light bearing east-}-north 
should run in and anchor in five fathoms or 24 miles west-}-south of the outer light, and 
there anchor and wait for daylight. The beacons intersect at south-east by east-4-east, and 
the Hill flagstaff (latitude 22° 14’ 06” north, longitude 91° 52’ 56” east), bearing north-east, 
will place a vessel about half a mile to the westward of the bar buoys, where the bar and 
river buoys will be seen distinctly, and the services of a local pilot will always be obtainable. 
Vessels should not attempt to cross the bar without a pilot, as the channel is long, narrow, 
and somewhat intricate. 

Temporary lights will be shown from the present position of the Norman’s Point beacons 
from the 20th September to the 19th October 1877, after which date the lights will be 
exhibited from the new site.

From—J. Brames, Esq., Collector and Chairman, Road Cess Committee, Cuttack, 
To—The Commissioner of the Orissa Division, Cuttack. 


I nave the honor to submit the annual report of road cess operations for the year ending 
80th September 1876. 

2. As directed in section 88 of the Act, the accounts for the year under report were 
referred to a sub-committee consisting of the Vice-Chairman and three other members, by. 
whom they were audited and found correct. The sub-committee’s report has this day been 
laid before a general meeting of the committee, duly considered, and passed. The accounts 
so passed are now submitted to you, as prescribed in section 89, with the following report. 

8. The income of the fund for the year was Rs. 40,906-5-8, including a surplys of 
Rs. 8,840-6-5 from the preceding year, and the expenditure Rs. 32,730-14-0, feaving a balance 
in hand of Rs, §,175-7-8 to be carried to the credit of the fund for the following year. The 
income fell short of that of the year 1874-75 because we had been realizing our cessén 
advance ; and the Board having ruled in their No. 159A, dated 28th August 1875, that the ° 
cess was payable in arrear, only one of the two Yearly instalments was — during the 
year. This diminution of our funds necessitated a corresponding reduction in our works. 

4." Original works.—A double-roomed inspection bungalow with dut-offices was con- 
structed at Sukeepara at the 26th mile of the Chandbally road. This was much needed, as 
there was no bungalow between the 15th and 37th miles, which is too great a distance for an 
overseer to supervise from either end. ‘Phe bungalow is well built and will be very useful. 

5. A sum of Rs. 500 has been handed over to the Executive Engineer, Mahanuddy 
Division, for improvement of the tidal creeks leading to False Point harbour. That part of 
the country being swampy and intersected by rivers, no roads could be made, All the traffic 
is carried on by boats; the improvement of the creeks is therefore a legitimate method of 
expending the road fund money. 

6. On village roads Rs, 594 were spent, mostly in small sums, far petty local improve- 
ments. The Jajpore Branch Committee have laid out Rs 300 in constructing four small 
pathways connecting several populous villages with the town of Jajpore, No village roads were 
made in Kendraparah, but the approaches to a bridge on the Golora Hat road, which had 
been injured by floods, were repaired and strengthened. Kendraparah does not require many 
village roads, as it possesses good water communications and has several district roads

the repair of village roads, it was anticipated by the committee that there would be numerous 
applications for the village roads, so that the inhabitants of the whole of the district might feel 
that they had an interest in the disbursement of the road cess ; but this object has not been 
fairly obtained, as is shown by the small expenditure made out of the grant of Rs, 6,000. 
The villagers made no applications for small grants uader Rs, 100 for village roads, They 
wanted raised roads vee | applied for larger sums, though a public notification was given in 
inviting them to ask for village road grants. The larger landholders generally submit 
applications for grants of large sums for raised roads, which cannot be entertained unless 
the roads are entered on the regular list of district roads prepared under section 66 of the 
Road Qess Act. This is already full and will require some years to carry out. This 
a regular printed form is to be supplied to applicants, and circulars have been issued calling 
upon the public to make applications for any repair to village roads in which they are 
interested. There appears to be an unwillingness on the part of the public to take any 
grants for repaits to be executed by themselves; they wish the work to be done by the 
committee’s own agency, which is impossible. A sum of Re. 2,000 was paid to the Chair- 
man of the Khoordah Branch Committee for repair of village roads in Khoordah sub- 
division. He advanced the whole of this grant to the villagers for the commencement and 
completion of work within the year in question, but accounts and completion reports were 
not submitted within the road cess year; so that Rs. 930, the balance, has lapsed to the 
fund, and the original expenditure will be debited to the accounts of the current year.

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5. The funds from which these three latter works have been constructed have not been 
road cess funds, but have been sums handed over to the committee from different sources. 
The sum of Rs. 18,000, as noticed in last year’s report, was placed at the disposal of the 
committee by the Central Famine Relief Committee after the cyclone of the 15th October 
1874, The work upon which it has been expended, the reconstruction of the Busta and 
Baliapal road, is one of the highest utility and importance. It is at the same time a work 
of difficulty, the line being frequently swept by the floodsspill of the Subarnarekka river, 
It is satisfactory to be able to state that. under the able supervision of Mr. Vertannes, 
the Executive Engineer, Balasore survey division, it has at length been successfully accom- 

lished. 

. 6. A second very important work, the Phulwar and Kalama road, has made good 
progress, but is not yet completed. The design of this road is to connect Baripada, the 
capital of Mayurbhunje, by far the most wealthy and extensive of the tributary estates of 
Orissa, with the town of Balasore. The completion of this work, towards which the Rajah 
has very properly handed over‘to me the sum of Rs. 7,000, will confer an immense mutual 
advantage on regulation and non-regulation territory alike. Mr, Vertannes has been good 
enough to design and to supervise the construction of this road, which is entirely new. 

7. The third road constructed from extraneous funds is the Barpoda to Moraigang 
road. This work has been undertaken from the balance of the Soso relief fund, collected to 
relieve apprehended distress in 1873. Its design is to connect Bhadrakh with the tributar} 
estate of Keonjhur and the upper reaches of the Byturnee. It will form a portion of the 
route between the forests of Keonjhur, with their varied produce, and the port of Chandbally. 

8. The smal] sum at the disposal of the committee for ordinary repairs was expended 
to the best possible advantage. Details are fully given in table A above. The roads have 
been maintained in fair condition throughout the year, and many improvements have been 
effected. P 

9. The people are by no means inappreciative of the objects and advantages of the 
cess. They come forward with the ntmost freedom to represent their wants, and show 
plainly that they consider themselves to possess a vested interest in the matter. 

10. The rate has now been raised to the maximum, and is double that assessed pre- 
viously. This was effected without exciting any discontent or opposition, as it seemed to be 
well understood that the payers of the tax would get the benefit of it.

12. What it is proposed to do during the read cess year 1876-77 is as follows :— 

The rate of cess having been doubled, it is estimated that the year’s income will amount to 
Rs. 27,030. After due provision for all other charges, the sum allotted to works is Rs, 20,009. 
This sum has been rateably distributed among the roads of the district, 26 in number and 
161 miles in length, excepting an allotment reserved for village roads, The largest allotment 
made to any road is that assigned to the Chandbally road, a communication of provincial 
importance, and amounts to Rs. 3,300. A careful survey is first made of each road, and 
detailed estimates are then drawn up to include such works cither of improvement or of 
maintenance as may be decided upon. A large portion of these estimates has been already 
laid before the committee and sanctioned, while surveys of some of the roads are still in pro- 

It is also contemplated to effect a survey of a line some 12 miles in length during the 
road cess year 1876-77 with the object of constructing a new road in asubsequent year. The 
points which it is proposed to join are the trunk road at Jamjhari and the port of Churaman,.

I nave the honor to submit the following report on the works of local improvement 
carried oui in this division during cess year 1875-76. 

2. The annual reports and accounts of the several districts are herewith forwarded for 
publication in Calcutta Gazette under section 89 of the Road Cess Act. 

3., The total receipts of the year from tolls, cesses, &c., was Rs. 49,626-12.6, grant-in- 
aid from Provincial Fund Rs. 12,000. The opening balance, on 1st October 1875 was 
Ks. 21,046-15-9. ‘Thus the total income amounted to Rs, $2,673-12-3, and the tetal expendi- 
ture on original works, repairs and establishment Ks. 57,798-1-3, leaving a balance of 
Rs, 24,875-11-0 unexpended at close of the year. ; 

4. The total receipts, expenditure and balance of each district are specified below :—

5. It will be observed that the balance unexpended in Cuttack and Pooree districts is 
large. No gatisfactory explanation of failure to work up to estimates is afforded, and I am 
"sorry to notice that Pooree expenditure is not one-half of the annual receipts, indicating a 
want of executive vigour. 
6, The following works were carried out— 


In Currack Disrricr. 


Original works.—A doubled-roomed inspection bungalow with out-offices constructed at 
Sukerpara, at the 26th mile of the Chandbally road ; Rs. 500 were laid out on improvement 
of tidal creeks leading to False Point ; Rs 594 spent on village roads ; Rs. 300 ia construct- 
ing four pathways connecting populous villages with the town of Jajpore ; 1,200 trees were 
sent out from Chouliagunge nursery ; and the work of making a continuous avenue along 
the 66 miles of the Chandbally, road commenced upon.. 

irs.—Necessary repairs were executed to all roads, bridges, culverts and causeways 
in the district. An important bridge on Gopianulla on the Ohandbally road which was 
almost éntirely destroyed by flood has been repaired. “Two roads in the Jajpore sub-division— 
the one leading’ to Kinjharpore and the other to Kuakhia, and which are subject to atnual 
inundationshave been thoroughly repaired. The Collector, however, apprehends that these 
two roads will never stand the yearly floods, until the force of the water which spills,over 
the country to the south of Jajpore is reduced by completion of the anicut in course of 
construction across the Byturnee river. 

7. The undermentioned works are proposed to be undertaken during the ensuing year : — 

The construction of a road cess office at Cuttack. 

Ordinary repairs and construction of village roads, 

Planting trees on district roads. ; a 

. Repairs of all district roads inning bridges and causeway. 
Extension of the metalled portion of Toldanda road up to 7th mile. 
‘Reconstruction of bridges washed away or injured by floods on the roads Nos. 
4, 9, 16, and 29 in Jajpore sub-division. 7 , 

; The Committee at Cuttack held four meetings during the year, that at Jajpore 
four, snd that-at Kendraparah one. The meetings were in general well attended. ‘The* 


maximum rate has been voted for 1876-77. ‘ 
4 >. The'e employed under the Road Cess Committee’seem to have worked 
well, with the ‘the lower subordinate establishment, which needs re-organization

10. No otteinsl works were here carried out during the year under report. A sum of 
Rs, 28-] only was spent in taking levels of the Balighai and Madhab road.

A sum of Rs. 1,332 3-7 was also spent in repairing village roads in thanas ers, 
Piplee, Gope, Khoordah, Tanghy, and Banpore. 

In the budget of the year, Rs, 6,000-was provided for the repair of village roads, wt 
the Collector thus accounts for the expenditure under this head being small :—** The villagers 
made no applications for smaller grants under Rs. 100) for village roads; they wanted 
raised roads and applied for larger sams. The larger landholders generally submit applica- 
tions for grants of large sums for raised roads, which cannot be entertained, unless the roads 
are entered on the register list of district roads prepared under section 66 of the Road Cess 
Act. This is already full,,and will require some years to carry out. Again, there appears 
to be an unwillingness on the part of the public to take any grants for repairs to be executed 
by them ; they wish the work to be done by the Committee’s own agency, which is impos- 
sible.” 
11, There appears to be difficulty in getting villagers and landholders to carry out 

petty works. There is a great want of unanimity and self-government among Pooree village 
* communities, and this leads to more ‘discussion than work. ‘The larger landholders seem to 
have applied for works of greater magnitude than properly fall under petty village roads 
and improvements; some of these applications might, I think, have been complied with in 
a modified form aud at reduced cost in place of being summarily rejected ; and I also think 
that aid might be afforded in the matter of supervision by the district staff at the Committee’s 
disposal. 
12. The object of maintaining an expensive working establishment by the Road Cess 
Committee is to carry out all works of local improvement by their own agency. I have no 
doubt that villagers as well as landholders will ultimately co-operate with the committee, if 
their requisitions be judiciously complied with, The iarger landholders who submit appli- 
cations for works involving considerable expenditure are probably also members of the 
committee; and if so, they will no doubt ultimately vote fur the maximum‘rate and for 
strengthening the district engineering staff. ;

The rate of cess in 
Balasore has now been raised to the maximum, and the jncome of the year 1876-77 is estimated 
at Rs. 27,030. Setting aside Rs. 6,921 for all other charges, Rs. 20,009 have been allotted 
to works. The works proposed to be undertaken during !876-77 are detailed in the budget 
estimate submitted with this office No. 151 KC, of 3ist August 1876, : 


16. There appear to be indications generally in Orissa that landholders and people 
are beginning to feel greater interest in improved roads and communications, and with judi- 
cious encouragement from Magistrafes and local committees, this feeling ought to be main- 

. tained and turned togond account. I have heard no complaint anywhere in connection 
with assessment or realization of thg road cess. 


. 17. Considerable difficulty has been experienced: in procuring competent executive 
staff to carry out works, and with reference to the Jarge balances unspent in Cuttack and 
Pooree, it would seem that work has not been pushed on as it should be. . ‘ 


Balasore has displayed the most vigour and efficiency. 
18. Outtack Committee has not been brought to show much interest in its work. The 
number of meetings has been small and attendance meagre. 


R 19. In Pooree, though attendance is a little better, there has been more discussion 
than work. e ;

Rule 1.—Without the special sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor, the Act'shall not be 
ut in force unless the person seeking it derives an annual income of Rs. 500 or more from 
is immoveable property, and without the same sanction no immoveable property, other chau 

land or permanent interests in land, shall be brought under the provisions of the Act. 


Rule 2.+—Eveéry application under Section 2 of the Act shall, if made by the holder of 
immoveable property, or by his heir, or guardian, committee, or other legal curator of such 
holder or heir, be accompanied by a statement of all debts and liabilities due by such holder, 
together with the names of the creditors, and a specification of the date on which each debt 
was i d, and also by a statement showing of what property such holder is possessed. 
and the income derivable therefrom. These statements may, if the Commissioner deem it 
necessary, be sent to the Deputy Commissioner of the district or districts in which the 
immoveable property is situated for inquiry into the correctness or otherwise of such statements, 
and for report as to whether the property is solvent or not, The Commissiduer shall refrain 
from issuing the vesting order under Section 2, if it appears to him on such report or other- 
wise that the property is hopelessly insolvent. =

Rule 5.—Wherever the manager appointed under the Act is not the Deputy Commis- 
sioner of the district, the Deputy Commissioner will (subject to such orders, consistent with 
the provisions of the said Act, as the Commissioner may from time to time issue), exercise 
a general control over the management of all the properties in his district. 


Rule 6.—The security to be required from any manager not being a Government servan- 
and from subordinate officers under this Act shall be fixed from time to time by the Comt 
missioner of the division, with the approval of the Lieutenant-Governor: provided that no 
such mavager or subordinate officer shall be required to give security for an amount exceed- 
ing 25 per cent. of the annual rents and profits of the property on account of which he is 
employed. 


Rule 7.—To every notice published under section 5 of the Act shall be appended a copy 
of Section 6. The notice shall be published at the district cutcherries, moousifs’ courts, and 
thanas within the jurisdiction of which the property is situated, and shall be affixed to the 
bhandar of all villages contained within the property. Whenever possible, special service of 
such notice shall be made on every known creditor of the property ; but the absence of such 
special service shall not be a bar to proceedings under the Act, 


Rule 8.—When any property is restored tothe holder or his heir, in accordance with 
Section 12 of the Act, notice of the restoration shall be published at the places mentioned 
in the preceding rule aud in the Calcutta Gazette. 


Rule 9.—On the publication of the vesting order under Section 2 of the Act, the holder 
of the property, or his leg&l representative, shall be called upon to deliver to the manager, 
within fifteen days, all accounts and other papers connected with the management of the 
property. 

Rule 10,—In determining the amount of any principal debt or liability under Section 8 
of the Act, claims equitably due may be admitted by the manager if acknowledged by the 
holder of the property or his legal representative, notwithstanding the existence of some 
legal defence, such as limitation or insufficiency of stamp. 


Rule 11.—The allowance of interest on any principal debt or liability shall mot exceed 
12 per cent. per annum from the date on which it was incurred to the date of determination, 
or irom the date of determination to the date of payment. : 


Rule 12.—Notice shall be given to each creditor of the date on whieh orders will be 
passed by the manager on his claim. If any oral evidence in support of the claim is adduced, 
it shall be recorded by the manager in the Hoglish language, and shall be filed with the 
papers felating to the claim. The manager may from time to time, as seems necessary, 
adjourn the passing of orders of any claim. Notice of such adjournment shall be given to the 
claimant or his representative. 

Rule 18.—The manager shall record in the English language reasons for his decision on 
each claim, and within one week of the date of such decision, a copy thereof shall be 
prepared in the vernacular of the district for delivery to the ¢reditor on application.

Tue following information regarding the shifting of the Norman’s Point lights is pub- 
lished for the guidance of masters of vessels and other seafaring people frequenting the port 
of Chittagong. ; 

The two beacon lights situated on the southern shore and entrance to the Kurnafoolee 
river, latitude 22° 12’ 0” north; longitude 91° 51’ 30” east, are to be removed shortly to a 
new site “2,417 yards” due south of their present position. The beacons, when in the posi- 
tion selected for their removal, will be 40 yards apart; the inner or eastern light will be 
exhibited from a tripod structure, and the outer or western light from a mast, and both struc- 
tures will be painted white, The inner light will be placed about 10 feet higher than the 
outer or western one, and both will be visible seven miles in clear weather over an arc of 160°, 
ranging from north-west by north to south by east, when seen from seaward. The beacons 
will intersect at south-east by east-}-east, and the lights will appear one above the other at 
that bearing. During southerly winds, sailing vessels coming from south-west or sonth- 
ward and westward (especially those that are some distance in’ the offing) should not- 
come to the northward of the lights ; but with the western or outer light bearing east-}-north 
should run in and anchor in five fathoms or 24 miles west-}-south of the outer light, and 
there anchor and wait for daylight. The beacons intersect at south-east by east-4-east, and 
the Hill flagstaff (latitude 22° 14’ 06” north, longitude 91° 52’ 56” east), bearing north-east, 
will place a vessel about half a mile to the westward of the bar buoys, where the bar aad 
river buoys will be seen distinctly, and the services of a local pilot will always be obtainable. 
Vessels od not attempt to cross the bar without a pilot, as the channel is long, narrow, 
and somewhat intricate. 

Temporary lights will be shown from the present position of the Norman’s Point beacons 
-frofa the 20th September to the 19th October 1877, after which date the lights will be

Bye-laws to be observed al the Port Commissioners’ Jetties. 


Tne allotment of jetties shall be entirely at the discretion of the Commissioners, but as a 
general rule vessels shall be accommodated in the order of their arrival off the jetties. Vessels 
discharging or loading at the jetties shall move from one jetty to another when ordered. 


2. The master of every vessel lying alongside any of the Commissioners’ jetties shall 
provide at least one gangway plank not less than two feet six inches wide, and of sufficient 
length, thickness, and strength to form a convement communication between the jetty and 
the gangway of the vessel, and such gaggway plank shall be properly and securely placed 
between the gangway of the vessel and the jetty during the whole time the vessel remains 
alongside the jetty. 

3. Masters of vessels about to discharge at the jetties shall not break bulk until a 
copy of. the manifest or the masters’ copies of the bills of lading have been deposited in the 
Jetty Office. The copies of the bills of lading, if deposited, shall be returned after discharge 
of the inward cargo. 


4. Ships lying at the jetties shall. not discharge cargo into boats, if such cargo is to be 
subsequently landed on the Calcutta bank of the river between Chitpore Canal and Tolly’s 
Null :

The opinion which I expressed last year, that a new era as regards the roads has dawned 
on this district, is, I am happy to report, being realized. South of the Ganges I have the 
independent opinion of the District Superintendent, the Opium Agents, native gentlemen, 
and last, though not least, the gariwans, that the roads are in capital order. 

We have the two chief elements of good roads, namely money and intelligent action 
on part of the road engineers and overseers ; and although much remains stl to be done 
in the way of bridges to make our roads passable at all seasons of the year, during the 
present dry season the district is covered with a net-work of roads over which a carriage 
may he driven at the rate of 10 miles an hour. As I have stated in previous reports, the 
country north of the Ganges, lying low and being subject to inundation, is generally unfavour- 
able for roads which are passable at all seasons of the year. The sandy soil is almost 
useless for embankments; what is made this year being liable to be washed away the 
next, and consequently hitherto there has been difficulty in spending the cess proceeds of 
the fertile lands north of the Ganges in that division of the district and the landholders 
were beginning to grumble. The committee have now determined, however, to make liberal 
grants for village roads to indigo planters and zemindars whom we know will spend the 
money pro and submit authentic accounts of the work done ; and during the past year 
a considerable number of subordinate roads within the Beguserai sub-division have been 
put in capital order. In the sudder sub-division nearly all the village road-making is done 
in those parts frequented by me, where I can form an accurate estimate regarding the work 
done; but in the villages of the sub-division only occasionally visited by members of the 

committee, notices are duly posted that a certain sum is to be spent on the specified road, 
and besides the members of committee any one who closes may report whether the work 
is well done or not. At present I consider we have, with one exception, namely a high and dry 
—— between Tukhiserai and Sheikpura, now being surveyed, as many communications 
in this district as we can maintain properly ; and all our energies must, for the next few years 
all events, be directed. to get these roads in first-rate order, and properly bridged. The 
following ing memorandum will show what has been done during the past year.

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South of the Ganges :—Monghyr and Seetakoond road, 


The Road Cess Committee was chiefly judged by the state of this road, which, leading to 
the hot-springs, from time immemorial has been frequented by pilgrims and holiday- 
makers. The pitiable narratives of the perils of the road undergone by pilgrims, and 
of broken springs and carriages by holiday-makers, recoiled ‘on the comthittee’s head ; so as 
the road opens out a vast alluvial tract of country bordering on the Ganges, it has lately been 
metalled and put in such good order that the former discontent has changed into unqualified 
praise. The above remarks apply equally to the Pirpahar road. 


Bhagulpore road, 

Tiis: road, which three years ago 1 could hardly ride over beyond a foot pace, is now a 
fine pucca road over which I continually drive. We are paying much attention to tree- 
planting on this and other roads, and I have requested the District Engineer to give as much 
variety as he can, and have particularly recommended the following common trees on 
account of their beauty, usefulness, or shade.

The neem trees are looked on by travellers as fair spoil to supply tooth brushes ; but 
at the suggestion of a former Magistrate of Monghyr, I find a cow’s bone suspended from the 
tree completely preserves it from spoliation. 


Barriarpore to Ghoreghat. 
This is a continuation of the Bhagulpore road, and is in fair order. 
Barriarpore to Khurruckpore. 


. 

This road has been lately metalled, and when I drove over it last month I found it in 
perfect order. That part near the railway station subject to inundation and the denuding 
ripple of the flood has been most successfully faced with stone and coarse pampass grass, 
the roots of which hold theearth together so as to defy the water. The trees alongside 
this road are now growing up into valuable timber, and travellers can walk in shade during 
nearly the entire length. 

ond Khurruckpore a fine bridged road was made by the Court of Wards. The 
manager of the Durbhunga Raj now declines, and fairly I think, to keep the road in order, 
so I have treated it as a village road this year, and under the supervision of Mr. King, 
who kindly undertook the work, I had it repaired and found it in capital order last month, 
when I drove 4 carriage and pair over it. The bridges, serving as irrigation sluices, will 
oe maintained by the Court of Wards. . ts 

Mullehpore to Gungta Road.—This is 2 continuation of the Khurruckpore and 
road to the Mullehpore station on the chord line, It was made during _ famine 
ion, is now one of the finest banked roads in the district. It has opened 
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Mulle to Jamooe.—This road-leading from the railway station to the head-quarters 
of the sub-division, has been metalled this year, and I found it in good order in November. 
It wants trees sadly, and I trust the plants which have been put in lately will not be 
destroyed. 

Jamooe to Lukhiserai.—This is one of the best roads in the district, and so long as I can 
remember always has been so. I found a spring of pure water flowing close ‘to the road 
four miles from Jamooe, and I propose making a cistern there for the benefit of travellers. 

Jamooe to Secundra.—This road, which was made during the Famine, is a first-rate work 
made under my supervision, and is being bridged and is drivable throughout. 

Luckhiserai to Secundra.—This also is a famine road made under my stfpervision. It 
is drivable throughout, and is a most useful work opening out a vast tract of rice-country. 

Lukhiserai to Sheikhpoora.—I found this road in fair order when I passed over it last 
month. I have requested the engineer to utilize the stone collected in former years 
for the purpose of metalling in making causeways along the water-courses intersecting 
this road, which, I regret to say, is subject to violent inundation during the rains, and is 
then impassable. 

For the convenience of the Sheikpura people, we have « project to make a road over the 
high land some three miles south of this road joining the Luckhiserai to Secundra road and 
Sheikpura to Secundra road. 

Sheikpurah to Sheikhopore Road.—This road is in fair order. 

Simultolah to Chakai Road.—This part of the country is most favorable for road-making, 
being high and gravelly.’ This road, together with that from Simultolah to Burna nulla, 
(both made during the year) joins us with the Bhagulpore district, and opens out a vast tract 
of forest country. 

Jamalpore Road.—This is a first-class metalled road and is in good repair ; I drive over 
it at least once every month. 

Dharrarah Road.—This road was made by my recommendation during the year. It 
opens-out a large tract of fertile country, and leads to the Kajrab hills, from whence 
pace receives its supply of fire-wood. I was over the road a few days back, and 
although I am unable fully to concur with Mr. Dear’s opinion that it is ‘too good,” I 
consider it passable. 

Kujrah to Soorjgurrah.—This is a fine metalled road, one of the best in the district. 


Burhea Railway Station Road.—I have not seen this road since it was metalled at the 
request of the traffic manager, but I believe it is in fair order. 


Sultangunge and Arzizgunge Road.—This road also I am obliged to report on by hearsay, 
but I have reason to believe that the money spent this year on it has been well spent. 

Patna Road.—This road generally is in good repair, I drove over the first 10 miles on 
more than one occasion lately, and found it in capital order. There is, however, the Dakra 
nulla which forms an obstraction, and at present sends penurious cartmen a good way 
round by an indifferent cart-track over’the adjoining diara. I propose to make the ferry 
free during the cold season. I was over the other portion of the road in the heginning of 
the year, and found it, as I believe it is now, in good order as a fair-weather road. Want of 
bridges makes it almost impassable in the height of the rains; but as I have betore remarked, 
with the rail-road on one side and the Ganges on the other, this road is not much required 
during the rains. : 

Roads north of the Ganges.—The Tirhoot road, equally with the Patna road, being 
liable to inundation, is always a source of anxiety to the engineer. We have done all that 
*can possibly be done with the means at our disposal, and during the year, on mature 
consideration, an embanked road has been made at Tegrah, which has stood very well, and 
serves both as a high road and also as an embankment to keep the Ganges flood for a 
vast tract of low lying country to the north. This work has given’ much satisfaction to the 
neighbouring planters and zemindars. I have not been yet over this road since the early 
of the year, but the District Engineer assures me that.it is in good repair. This road 


received more attention from me than any other road in the district. 


Buoktea Road.—This is a famine road made under my supervision, and is in fair 
order, I believe. 1 shall drive over it shortly. 

Peeree Road.—As above. 

Bhutkher to Gogree.—This is a very good road, and all it requires is surface repairs. 
The Sub-Registrar at Gogree has kindly undertaken supervision of the work, and when I 
was at Gogree last month, the matter was arranged. I hope to inspect the work shortly, 
but I have no doubt I shall find it well done. 

‘Regarding the Road Cess Committee, as 1 have previously remarked, very few of the 
members see much of the district roads ; those who do, Major Waller, Mr. Savi,.Mr. Crowdy, 

and General Murray, gave me all the assistance in their power, and my best thanks are due to

Baboo Soorjee Narain Singh, who so y filled the office of Vice-Chairman to the 
Committee since its formation, and of whose valuable services in this capacity I have had 
occasion to speak on more than one occasion, resigned his post, and Major Hume has been

Meetings. —The Committee held five meetings during the year for the transaction of busi- 
ness, which is more than the minimum number required by section 54, 

All the meetings were presided over by yc Ten days’ previous notice under section 57 
was always given, and there were no adjourned meetings, as a quorum was always present. 

The subjoined statement will show the attendance of the members at each méeting. 
Considering that many of them are but occasional residents of the town, the meetings have 
been very fairly attended. It may be noticed that the senior covenanted officer, Mr. Quiun, 
having been away from the district on duty during a portion of the year, and the Civil 
Surgeon, Dr,. Baillie, being absent on furlough, the official element was generally small at 
the meetings. 
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Branch Committees —The number of Branch Road Committees is the same as reported 
last year, viz. one at the head-quarters of each sub-division. These committees ‘having 
been organized in October 1873 the members had completed their tenure of office in Septem- | 
ber 1875, and a re-appointment under section 49 took place in May last. 

The difficulty of a judicious selection of members for the Branch Committees will be 
evident from the subjoined statement showing the number of meetings held by each Com-

To make these committees really useful for the specific object for which they are formed, 
the sub-divisional officers ought tu take every opportunity, by personal conference and influ- 
ence, to enlist their interest in such an important matter as the improvement of local com- 
munications, and thus to get them to attend meetings 

Review of the transactions of the year —The District Committee held their meeting, under 
section 70, for considering the estimates of income and expenditure for the year under report 
in July 1875 ; the estimate of expenditure submitted at this meeting embraced a wider range 
of sub-heads than before. Besides repairs to existing roads, the Committee had to provide for 
the maintenance and repairs of relief roads transferred under the orders of Government to 
the Dfstrict Road Committee. The length of roads which the Committee were thus expected 
to maintain being much greater than im previous years, it was found desirable to provide for 
an establishment of their own, and this was done at an estimated cost of Ks. 18,844, 
including tools and plant. ; ‘ 

Rupees 12,000 were allotted for village roads; Res. 5,000 kept as a famine reserve; and 
one original work, an office for the Committee, was budgetted for at Rs, 6,000. 

The cost of establishment for collections, under the Committee’s control and the con- 
tingent charges of the two offices, were estimated at Rs. 4,806. . 

The total estimated cost of original works and repairs was Rs. 84,008; the estimate of 
expenditure, including establishments, amounted to Rs, 1,07,658, 

To meet the proposed expenditure the Committee reckoned upon a balance of Rs. 5,000 
on the 1st October 1875; and the receipts from sources of income other than those under 
parts II, III, and IV of the District Road Cess Act was estimated at Rs. 18,434. The 
amount to be raised from road cess on’ lands, &c., was therefore Rs. 84,224. It was 
resolved to levy road cess during the ensuing year (year under report), at three-fourths of the 
maximum rate provided in section 21 and schedule E of the Act, and this rate was accord- 
ingly declared under section 74 at a meeting held on the 2)st August 1875. 

The actual balance in the treasury in favour of the Committee on the Ist October 1875 
was upwards of Rs. 55,371, but as the Government directed that the cost of grain expended 
on relief works carried on by the special departmefit during the scarcity of 1874 should be 
charged against the District Koad Fund, the year opened with a deficit balance of Rs, 38,060. 

A representation was then made to Government to the effect that the imposition of such 
a heavy burden on the Committee was calculated to interfere seriously with their plans, and 
the Government were eventually pleased to make a grant of Rs, 79,389.6-3 to write off the 
debt imposed upon it. 

The Committee were thus relieved from the:necessity of curtailing their estimates, and 
were enabled to carry into effect their plan of organizing a district engineering establish- 
ment of their own. 

The actual receipts and expenditure for the year, as compared with the estimates, are 
shown below :—

One item of expenditure npt previously estimated for was the payment of compensation, 
under Act X of 1570, for lands required for relief roads and tanks. The total sum paid on 
this account was Rs. 2,470. 

Exclusive of this charge and the regular expenditure on collection, office establishment, 
and contingencies, the actual amount disbursed on works was Rs. 47,604-2-10. 

The attention of the Committee was, early in the year, called to an apprehended scarcity 
in the north of the district, and the District Engineer, immediately after his yt ci was 
directed to visit the parts and to take steps for alleviating the distress if there was any 
existing. Some slight distress was found to exist along the Nepal frontiers, and, as a relief 
measure, the improvement of village roads in the neighbourhood was undertaken with the 
Rs. 5,000 famine reserve. The necessity for relief fortunately ceased with the setting in of 
the rains, but the operations were continued till the end of September with a view to making 
the works undertaken of permanent utility, though it was difficult to obtain the required sort.

Rs. 6,334-6-10 was expended on the Banka road, and Rs. 17,399 on the Bowsee road.

_ All district works were done from October 1875 to January 1876 by the Executive — 
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very poor in the villages. The sub-divisional officer, Mr. Barrow, has made marked improve- 
ments in village communigation, and he deserves thanks for the interest he has evidently 
taken in this matter. The Mudehpoorah and Banka Committees have expended Rs. 1,769-7-4 
and Rs. 1,803-7 ,respectively. Credit is due to the Chairmen of both Committees for the 
interest they personally take .in fhe improvement of the village roads in their respective 
sub-divisions, The Chairman of the Banka Committee has the advantage of having one of 
the Committee’s overseers near his head-qnarters, and he avails himself of his professional 
advice whenever necessary. 

The office building, for which provision was made in the estimate, was not commenced 
last. year, as the bricks prepared for this pager were under sanction made over by the 
Superintendent, Central Jail, to the Dispensary Committee. An offiee building for the Com- 
mittee has become a necessity, as a large amount has to be paid monthly as rent for the 
District Engineer’s office and godown. The Department Public Works have also charged 
rent for the room in the Collectorate building occupied by the road cess collecting office, 
and another corner occupied gy the Committee’s clerk, . 

The detailed accounts of income and expenditure for the year are submitted herewith ; 
they do not call for, any particular remark, except that the Committee made a fresh applica- 
tion to Government for an adjustntent of the'sum of Rs. 27,223-2.10, expended by them on 
famine’ works from District Road Fund; bit the Government of Bengal, however, declined 
to accede to the Committee’s application for a refund of this amount. 

The expenditure incurred by the Branch Committees have not heen embodied with 
annual account, as they were returned for correction, and not received back till after the 
compilation of the district accounts for the fourth quarter, and have therefore been shown 
in the account under head advance. They will be adjusted during the year 1876-77. 

The balance at the close of the year as shown in the return for the quarter is 
Rs. 75,668-14-11. ,This balance is, however, only nominal, as it includes Rs. 23 988-10 on 
account of road cess collections for Monghyr since the beginning. The amount due to the 
Monghyr Committee will be shortly remitted. 

Office.—The office was inspected early in June by Deputy Examiner of Public Works 
Accounts, Bengal, Mr. Wilson, who was on the.whole well satisfied with the manner in 
which the books and accounts were kept, the points noticed by him as drawbacks were 
satisfactorily explained. | 

The head clerk has been in charge of the office for upwards of four years, having been 
appointed to his present post from its formation, he has always given entire satisfaction. 

I must not omit to notice that several petitions were put in during the year for the 
construction or improvement of roads in different parts, a circumstance which shows that 
the people are fully appreciating the objects of the Road Cess Act. 

Conclusion—More work would have been done had it not been necessary for the new 
District Engineer to make himself thoroughly acquainted with the district and its roads, and 
to prepare plans and estimates for all work required to be done before any work could be 

ertaken, and to this he devoted a large portion of his time. ° 

There is no question that as time goes on, and the many important roads yet completed 
and bridged that a large reduction will be able to be made in the rate of cess levied, though 
the rate for the year 1876-77 was raised of necessity to the maximum. :
